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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
"armrest includes a connecting portion that slidablv fits over a " as described in the 
specification. Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the 
disclosed invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences, between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made 

3. Claims 43-46,59-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Carnahan (6,474,735) in view of Boyer (4,967,864). Carnahan discloses the use 
of a discloses the use of a seat comprising a base (30) having a seating surface; an 
armrest (22) connected to the base on the side of the seating surface and position on 
the side of the seating surface; the child seat (20) is configured for placement on a seat 
of the vehicle (107). A child seat has a belt path (figure 2) configured to receive and 
locate relative to the child a lap belt of a restraint system (26) of the vehicle. The 
armrest includes a pushbutton (46). The first and second position of the armrest is 
substantially toward and away from the seating surface. 

4. Carnahan fails to show the use of the armrest adjustable along a straight line 
between a first and second height position relative to the seating surface; a connecting 
portion that slidably fits into a corresponding receiving portion of the base; connecting 
portion surrounded by telescoping; a tab located on the connected portion; tab to 
disengage with the slot when the tab is depressed (see page 2); first and second slots 
correspond to the first and second positions of the armrest; the movement of the 
armrest is substantially upward and downward relative to the seating surface. 
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5. Boyer teaches the use of the armrest (1 02) adjustable along a straight line 
between a first and second height position relative to the seating surface; a connecting 
portion (100) that slidably fits into a corresponding receiving portion of the base (16); 
connecting portion surrounded by telescoping; a tab (116) located on the connected 
portion; tab to disengage with the slot when the tab is depressed (see page 2); first and 
second slots (1 14) correspond to the first and second positions of the armrest; the 
movement of the armrest is substantially upward and downward relative to the seating 
surface, see figures 5-6.
